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DETAILED ACTION 

Rejections and/or objections necessitated by the amendments 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 702 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1, 4, 5, 6, 7, 12, 13, 16, 17, and 18 as presently amended are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yasuhara et al. (EP 
1073123). 

With respect to presently amended claims 1, 4, 5, 6, 7, 12, 13, 16, 17, and 
18, Yasuhara et al. teach the invention as claimed. See the contents of the office 
action dated 08/18/05. 

Further with respect to presently amended claims 1, 4, 5, 6, 7, 12, 13, 16, 
17, and 18, Yasuhara et al. further teach the first drive electrode 10 is a gate 
electrode. See figs. 1-3. Yasuhara et al. further that a plurality of auxiliary 
electrodes 14 arranged at a distance from one another and formed in pillar-type 
fashion and wherein at least one auxiliary electrode extending from the front side 
through the second layer into the first layer and insulated (12) from the 
semiconductor body. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 8, 10, and 19 as presently amended and 9, 1 1, and 20 as previously 
filed, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yasuhara et 
al. (EP 1 0731 23) as applied to claims 1 , 4, 5, 6, 7, 1 2, 1 3, 1 6, 1 7, and 1 8 above, 
and further in view of Gajda et al. (US publication 2003/0042556). 
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With respect to present amended claims 8, 10, 19, and previously filed 9, 1 1, and 
20, Yasuhara et al. in view of Gajda teaches the invention as claimed. See the 
contents of the office action dated 08/18/05. 

Further with respect to presently amended claims 8, 10, and 19, Yasuhara et 
al. further teach that the first drive electrode 10 is a gate electrode. See figs. 1-3.
